What  a day  it  was!  Full  of  pride,  and 
bursting  with  self-esteem,  with  the  awe-in- 
spiring title  of  "sophomore”  conferred  on 
them,  they  walked,  proudly,  into  the  corri- 
dors, and  promptly  became  lost.  Mobs  of 
self-assured  juniors  and  seniors  with  a defi- 
nite destination  trampled  on  both  the  pride 
and  feet  of  the  new  arrivals.  Finally,  giving 
up  the  quest  to  find  Room  99,  most  of  the 
sophs  just  drifted  along  like  the  tumblin’ 
tumbleweed,  going  nowhere,  and  listening  to 
such  remarks  as,  "How  many  days  until  the 
Christmas  vacation?”  "I  never  saw  her  be- 
fore.” "I  never  saw  him  before.”  and 
"Ummmmmmmmmm!  ” 


Some  hours  later,  a haggard  group  of  stu- 
dents carrying  books,  emerged  from  the 
building,  moving  like  figures  in  a dream. 
Crushed.  Broken.  Felled.  The  title  of 
"sophomore” — it  seemed  to  infuriate  to  ac- 
tion any  of  the  latent  tendencies  of  mockery 
concealed  in  the  black  souls  of  all  upperclass- 
men .... 

By  December,  when  we  ceased  "waiting 
for  the  elevators,”  the  school  was  amazingly 
smaller  than  that  first  day,  our  football  team 
had  suffered  a setback  by  Melrose,  and  some 
of  our  prominent  members  set  out  to  make 
a name  for  themselves  in  various  fields. 

February  saw  us  represented  in  that  year’s 
Dramatic  Club  presentation,  and  later  on,  in 
Gilbert  and  Sullivan’s  Pirates  of  Penzance,  a 
cast  containing  several  sophomores,  distin- 
guished itself. 

By  virtue  of  the  sun  reaching  the  vernal 
equinox  on  March  21  it  was  spring.  Spring, 
the  time  of  trees  and  flowers  and  big  red 
moons  hanging  low  on  the  dusky  horizon. 
The  time  of  final  exams. 

Five  days  of  nightmare  followed.  Days  of 
cramming  brains,  reading  books,  and  writer’s 
cramp.  At  last  we  staggered  back  to  get  the 
results  and  received  our  report  cards  which 
informed  us  that  we  had  graduated  (as  the 
case  may  be)  into  a new  title.  Whether  it 
was  hyphenated  or  not  depended  on  how  our 
brains  functioned  in  the  fatal  moments. 
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Thus  we  came  back  from  our  summer  or- 
gies, or  work,  the  following  September  with 
the  firm  resolution  to  do  our  homework  faith- 
fully, be  kind  to  our  teachers,  and  always 
follow  the  arrows  on  the  stairways,  but  the 
strain  of  watching  everyone  else  violate  these 


golden  rules,  ad  nauseum,  soon  set  us  to 
bullying  the  new  set  of  sophomores;  making 
study  periods  a thing  of  terror;  and  snarling 
beyond  control,  the  lines  of  hungry  students 
swarming  toward  the  lunchroom  cash  regis- 
ters. 

We  dropped  another  decision  to  Melrose, 
and  that  fall  also  saw  the  male  contingent 
going  around  with  a hunted  look  in  their 
eyes  and  in  their  bankroll  as  posters  began  to 
spring  up  announcing  the  "Harvest  Hop” 
sponsored  by  the  Dramatic  Club  at  the  town 
hall. 

This  was  soon  followed  up  by  the  annual 
Dramatic  Club  play,  "What  a Life!"  which 
proved  to  be  an  unqualified  success. 

Our  track  and  cross  country  teams  began 
to  show  a large  roster  of  juniors  on  their 
squads,  and  the  hockey  and  basketball  groups 
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were  not  far  behind  with  several  juniors  giv- 
ing their  best  effort  for  the  school,  on  the  va- 
rious teams;  baseball  was  also  dependent  on 
some  of  our  best  athletes  for  a championship 
nine. 

Along  came  the  Junior  Prom,  and  looking 
like  the  essence  of  geniality  with  their  hired 
tuxedos,  and  beautiful  partners,  our  budding 
social  lions  "tripped”  the  light  fantastic  again 
at  the  Town  Hall.  It  was  a landmark  in  our 
class  history,  and  will  be  remembered  long 
by  all  who  attended. 

Spring,  and  finals,  (an  old,  old  story  by 
now ) were  soon  dispensed  with.  Gratefully 
we  prepared  for  the  home  stretch,  our  senior 
year. 

We  entered  again  in  the  fall  of  ’41  with 
no  illusions,  and  fell  into  the  customary  rou- 
tine of  school  life.  With  such  clubs  as  the 
Debating  Club,  Dramatic  and  Gilbert  and 


Sullivan  Clubs,  Ski  Club,  and  the  revival  of 
the  defunct  school  paper  keeping  us  occupied 
much  of  the  time,  we  had  few  moments  to 
give  misguiding  directions  to  befuddled  soph- 
omores. 

Our  football  team  composed  of  such  sen- 
ior stars  as  Flynn,  Leary,  Tobin,  Rowntree, 
and  Beardsley,  swept  through  most  of  the 
opposition  easily,  outclassing  every  team  they 
played,  and  finally  humbled  Melrose  7-0  to 
provide  the  climax  of  a good  season. 

And  the  winter  passed  quickly  with  all  of 
its  troubles,  the  snow,  the  sleet,  and  the 
homework. 

The  Dramatic  Club  presented  "A  Connec- 
ticut Yankee  in  King  Arthur’s  Court”  at  the 
Town  Hall,  and  found  they  had  another  suc- 
cess on  their  hands.  Also  very  warmly  re- 
ceived was  Pinafore  as  presented  by  Mr.  Ein- 
zig’s  lusty  choristers  of  Gilbert  and  Sullivan. 
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We  looked  superciliously  in  at  the  new 
Junior  Prom  and  awaited  the  day  of  our 
great  Senior  dance. 

June  of  1941  was  not  only  a month  of 
graduations  and  dowers,  but  also  a month  of 
triumph.  Our  Dramatic  Club,  by  winning 
in  rapid  succession  the  titles  of  state  and  New 
England  champions,  with  a play  entitled  The 
Devil  Comes  to  Alcaraz,  was  invited  by  the 
Thespians,  a national  dramatic  society,  to 


come  to  the  national  contest  held  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Indiana  in  Bloomington.  Permis- 
sion was  given  for  the  troupe  to  go  if  they 
were  able  to  raise  the  necessary  lucre.  Every- 
one thought  it  couldn't  be  done — but  with 
aid  of  townspeople,  a parent-committee,  post- 
ers, tag-day,  and  whatnot,  not  to  mention  the 
hardworking  efforts  of  the  student  body,  the 
money  was  procured  and  the  trip  became  a 
reality.  Those  who  left  on  the  journey  look 
back  now  on  an  excursion,  rich  in  pleasure 
and  experience;  something  that  they  will  al- 
ways remember. 

Now  we  were  at  the  apex  of  our  school 
years.  At  the  top  of  the  heap.  What  lay 
ahead  no  one  knew,  but  one  thing  was  cer- 
tain— graduation,  the  crowning  glory,  would 
be  the  most  impressive  event  of  all. 

If  past  events  are  any  criterion,  it  was  the 
greatest  of  all  our  school  ceremonies. 

We  await  it  with  calmness  and  eagerness, 
and  a determination  to  do  our  part  in  the 
everyday  world.
